Dark Canyon— Dark Canyon is _ 
not in the Yosemite National Park;£l 
it is not in the Sierra Nevada Moun­ 
tains; it is in the San Jacinto Moun­ 
tains on the opposite side of San 
Jacinto from Palm Springs. One of 
the intriguing things about traveling 
without a definite plan, or more ac­ 
curately, with an elastic plan, is that 
one may make a sudden jump as 
the inspiration arises. 
O ur 
thirty 
days on the Yosemite Valley floor 
were up and we were planning to 
go to Glacier Point for a few days 
but the weather did not look any 
too favorable for the higher altitudes 
but did seem to be favorable and 
cool for traveling. 
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W e left the Valley in the 
evening, expecting to stay some­ 
where outside the Park in order 
to make an early morning start 
for Fresno and outfit there for a 
trip to General Grant Park and 
vicinity.

tance, build a straight walk; but if 
it is considerably further, a winding 
walk to tlie corner of the lot is much 
m ore attractiv e and a valuable asset 
as well to a carefully planned and 
planted front yard atm osphere.

If you want some indisput­ 
able facts that a real estate 
boom is near, read the book, 
“The Coming Boom in Real Es­ 
tate,” or a condensed article on. 
the same subject by Roy Wenz- 
lick, in the current issue of The 
Readers Digest. He gives ob­ 
vious reasons for a tremendous 
rise in the real estate market: 
1. “Improvement in business.” 
During the recent depression indus­ 
trial activity fell almost twice as far 
below normal as in any previous pe- \ 
riod, consequently families doubled ' 
up throughout the nation to save 
rent. These families are now seek­ 
ing separate quarters. 
2. “Delayed marriages.” Dur­ 
ing the depression the marriage 
rate was 50 per cent below nor­ 
mal. After depressions in the 
past the marriage rate has ex­ 
ceeded normal by a large per­ 
centage. The number of peo­ 
ple now planning marriage as 
soon as they can establish a 
home is three times as great as 
ever before. Marriages, alone, 
it is predicted, will create the 
greatest housing shortage this 
nation has ever experienced. 
3. "Back-to-the-city Movements” 
from farms have already started and 
will continue as industrial activity in­ 
creases. However many prefer small 
towns. 
4. “Population I n c r e a s e ” 
throughout the nation. Births 
have exceeded deaths and more 
people have entered the United 
States from abroad than have 
departed. 
There has never been a time when 
it was easier to buy a home than the j 
present. Money is plentiful and in- , 
terest rates arc low. The Federal ¡ 
Housing Administration will 
help j 
any person having a regular income i 
to obtain a home of his own. 
Reports from all parts of the 
nation are that people are plan­ 
ning to come to California as 
soon as they can dispose of their 
interests in the East or Middle 
W est. The westward migration 
has started—and the effects are 
obvious. Rents are going up 
throughout Southern California 
and a housing shortage is 
threatened in Los Angeles and 
other large cities. 1 he overflow 
will go to the smaller cities. 
Palm Springs, the only real win­ 
ter resort of the W est is grow­ 
ing because of the increasing 
prosperity throughout the na­ 
tion, and will continue to grow 
indefinitely, for where else can 
one find warmth in winter and 
such grandeur of desert and 
mountains. 
Strange as it may seem, the av­ 
erage man doesn't realize what is 
happening until he is forced to act. 
and then he usually pays heavily for 
his procastination. 


The paragraphs above were 
prompted by an article in 1 he 
Readers Digest. Possibly most 
of the readers of this column 
read that publication. If you 
read the current issue, you were 
probably horrified by the report 
from Dr. Thomas Parran, sur­ 
geon general of the U. S. Public 
Health Service, that syphilis 
strikes one out of every 10 
adults in America. Think of it 
— if that statement is true and 
the same average maintains in 
every community— there would 
be hundreds of cases in a com­ 
munity like Palm Springs, but 
we doubt if there are a half doz­ 
en here. The situation, however, 
is so serious that we had better 
begin talking about it and then 
take measures to stamp out this 
disease that is “wrecking lives, 
shattering homes and filling in­ 
stitutions all over the land with 
its insane, blind, feeble-minded 
or unemployable victims * * * 
that ranks with cancer, tubercu­ 
losis and pneumonia as one of 
the four greatest killing dis­ 
eases,” according to the eminent 
physician. He stated that one 
health officer traced 17 cases of 


syphilis to a party at which 
kissing games were played. In 
1934 there were 107,000 cases 
of permanent disability result­ 
ing from automobile accidents, 
yet in the same year syphilis dis­ 
abled more than a half million 
people in this country. He says 
it is responsible for more than 
10 per cent of all insanity, 18 
per cent of all diseases of the 
heart and blood vessels, and 
many stillbirths and deaths of 
babies in the first weeks of life. 
The big ray of hope is that the 
disease can be as easily stamped 
out as typhoid fever, if we will 
only awaken to its seriousness. 


W e have been reading a great 
deal recently- about “spies" and ru­ 
mors of spies, but the June issue of 
Popular Science and the current is­ 
sue of Readers Digest above referred 
to call attention to a spy menace on 
the Pacific coast, which, if true, 
should be stamped out. The writer 
says there is a "spy navy” on this 
coast, 250 fishing boats presumably 
catching tuna, which are manned by 
Japanese naval reservists. He says 
the fish bins and bait tanks are so 
constructed that they can be quickly 
converted into mine magazines and 
torpedo tubes. These sea spies fol­ 
low the U. S. Fleet during target 
practice. 
"Distinguished foreign 
scientists" walk through our muni­ 
tions plants. Others offer to bribe 
our army and naval officers to ob­ 
tain military secrets. It's about time 
we had more severe laws to punish 
traitors in this country- and did some­ 
thing to prevent foreign powers 
from stealing our defense 
secrets 
which will be used against us if war 


In a local barber shop 
the other day a stranger sat 
reading a newspaper while 
awaiting his turn in the chair. 
“I see by the paper,” he com­ 
mented, "that the state highway 
commission 
has appropriated 
$7,000 to plant trees along the 
new highway through Red­ 
lands, and that the city of Red­ 
lands will supply the trees. W hy 
don’t you people ask for the 
same thing here?” That was a 
good suggestion. 


A few days ago in a service sta­ 
tion at Lake Elsinore, we heard 
something that was interesting and 
fascinating. The proprietor said he 
had information that the U. S. Navy 
is about to take over Lake Elsinore 
as a Naval air base; that a dike is 
to be built across the old outlet of 
the lake where the lake overflows 
about every quarter century (the last 
time this happened being 20 years 
ago), and that the lake would be 
kept full to the top of the dike with 
water from Cajalco reservoir. He 
said Lake Elsinore had been select­ 
ed because it is protected against at­ 
tack from the coast by the high 
mountain barrier on the west. 
That story coincided very 
nicely with an announcement 
over radio station KNX a few 
weeks ago that the Navy would 
establish five air bases at pro- 
.ectcd locations along the Paci­ 
fic coast and would have a thou­ 
sand planes at each base. The 
northernmost base would be at 
Fairbanks, Alaska, and the other 
four distributed along the coast 
of W ashington, Oregon and 
California. Five thousand mod­ 
ern planes at five air bases of 
the Pacific coast—Gosh, that’s 
some air force. 


Then, the other day in a restau­ 
rant, we met a man who knew a 
man who had the "straight dope" 
from a man who was "in the know" 
that San Diego will join the M etro­ 
politan W ater district, and conse­ 
quently a distribution line of the 
aqueduct will be built from Cajalco 
reservoir to San Diego, to serve 
other cities of San Diego county cn 
route.

DESERT PARK 
APPROVED BY 
THE PRESIDENT 


The immense "desert park,” stretch­ 
ing across the desert as far east as 
the Colorado river, has becomle a 
reality. Among its sponsors were 
Hon. John Phillips and Mrs. A. 
Sherman Hoyt. 
Preserving of one of the most pic­ 
turesque sections of the desert is pro­ 
vided by the approval of President 
Roosevelt of the Joshua Tree National 
monument, situated east of the moun­ 
tains in San Bernardino and River­ 
side counties. 
The boundaries of the monument, 
comprised of a vast area of native 
desert flora, were altered sharply by 
the National Park departm ent be­ 
fore being submitted to the President 
but most of the wonderlands of the 
region remain within the monument. 
The new maps of the monument 
show that instead of following a zig­ 
zag course along the northern edge 
of the Coachella valley as proposed 
in the original draft, the southern 
boundary of the park area to the line 
of the metropolitan W ater district 
aqueduct except fot a few miles of 
the distance. This eliminates several 
hundred square miles of land but

Approxi­ 
mately 620,000 acres of the park lie 
in Riverside county and the rem ain­ 
ing 230,000 acres in San Bernardino 
county. 
The western boundary, originally 
located almost on a north-south line 
with W hitewater, has been moved 
about six miles to the east, eliminat­ 
ing the Morongo m ountains region. 
The southeastern corner of the park 
is located four miles north and two 
and a half miles east of Desert Cen­ 
ter. located almost midway between 
Indio and Blythe. 
Near Twenty-Nine Palms in San 
Bernardino county the National park 
departm ent made other alterations in 
the proposed boundary. Several sec­ 
tions of land lying immediately south 
of Twenty-Nine Palms were excluded, 
probably due to subdivision develop­ 
ment in that section. 
W est of Twenty-Nine Palms an area 
three miles wide and 15 miles long 
has been added to the monument. The 
highway to Twenty-Nine Palms Is the 
northern boundary of the park. 
From the giant Joshua tree forest 
through which the highway from 
W hitewater to Twent.v-Nii(e Palms 
passes on the mesa east of the Mor­ 
ongo mountains, is derived the park's 
name. Joshua trees are found in other 
sections near the nationally-famous 
forest of the oddly-shaped desert 
growth. 
Besides the Joshua foreet, the monu­ 
ment is famous for queer rock forma­ 
tion in the Bill Keyes country south­ 
west of Twenty-Nine Palms, extensive 
cactus plantings of many descriptions, 
ocotillo forests, vari-colored canyons 
and 
rock formations, and 
palm 
growths. 
The Colorado river aqueduct fringes 
the southern edge, paralleling a high­ 
speed highway built by the w ater dis­ 
trict.
